In accordancVSrith our discussion it is understood 
that this, hear lng will be adjourned .indefinitely pending : - 
analysis of the results of studios now progressing and soon 
to be completed on the feasibility of utilizing an asbestos- 
free «pray-on fireproof lng material as a substitute for the 
mineral spray material containing, asbestos -fibres that has 
been in use. -"The Port Authority in the meantime has directed 
Mario &JDiBono to suspend all fireproof lng spray operations 
and will hot authorize resumption of such operations without 
first giving you tmo^day's notice, should it, on the basis 
of the test results, decide to continue the use of the mineral 
spray ^containing asbestos fibres, or one-day's' notice, should 
it decide v to^utillze the asbestos-free material currently 
under study* 
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As you know. It has been the long-standing policy of 
the Port Authority voluntarily to conform to State rules 
and regulations as well as municipal ordinances, particularly 
where the public safety or welfare is involved, even though 
ae the direct governmental agency of the States of Kew York 
and New Jersey, the Authority as a matter of law, is not 
subject to such rules and regulations or ordinances. Accordingly, 
the Authority's voluntary direction to its subcontractor to 
suspend asbestos spray fireproof ing operations at the' World 
Trade Center should not be interpreted as a submission by 
It to the Jurisdiction of the Environmental Protection 
Administration or the Department of Air Resources in this 
matter. _ _
